WOULD PREFER INDIANS. 


American Cowboys Giving the Banch- 
men of Mexico a Vast Amount of 
Trouble. N 
Sax Francisco, Feb. 15.—A dispatch from 

Tucson, Ai is., says: Reliable information has 

been received from San Pedro River, below the 

Sonora line, that the San Simon cowboys are 

depredating fearfully upon Mexican stock- 

raisers in Sonora. J. N. Elias, whose lands ex- 


tend for cighty miles along the line, is the 


greatest sufferer. The people are in terror. 
There are about 2Wof these cattle thieves, 
mostiy from Texas, and are scattered along 
the border in bands of from ten to 
twenty and all cooperate. The Mexicans are 
arming themseives, and say if the United States 
uutborities will not interest themseives in pun- 
ishing these invaders they will not allow an 
American to cross the line along the localities of 
these ranches, as they are unabie to distinguish 
between good and bad Americans. They ciaim 
the depredations of the Apaches were not half 
so destructive as the work of the cowboys. A 
prominent Mexican rancher arrived iu this city 
to-day with a view of purchasing twenty stand 
of arms to defend bis property. He stated that 
if something was not donc by the Amerigan Gov- 


ernment to prevent these American marauders 
trom invading their homes, serious complications 
must arise. It appeurs these cattle-thieves are 
largely made up of the same bands who rave so 
much trouble on the Rio Grand: for 
years past. The cattie-men of soutb- 
eustern Arizona are also losing much 
stock from the same source. The Apuvhes are 
still huvering along the borders ot Now Mexico 
and Chihuahua. A man by the name of McMurry

IN MINNESOTA.

Sr. Pauw, Minn.,. Feb. 15.—The snow blockade 
is being slowly raised on the various lines of the 
Northwestern system. The manner of pro- 
ceeding and the progress being made is ili 
trated by the following special to the Pioneer- 
Press from Montevideo, on the Hastings & Da- 
kota: 

“Every business-man in Montevideo turned 
out yesterday with shovels, and the railroad was 
opened as far as Granite. The volunteer force 
went through 23,000 feet of snow, which ranged 
from three tofive feet deep. To-day a still 
larger force started from Granite Falls 
to assist the Granite Falls peo- 
ple to work eastward. When seven 
miles from this place the engine was thrown 
from the track, but fortunately no damage was 
done except a couple of hours’ delay. At 
Granite Falls a large volunteer force was 
also out working in three deep cuts. 
The drifts between Granite Falls and 
Minnesota Falls are seldom, if ever, 
exceeded in depth. In many places the snow is 
twenty feet deep, and the men have shoveled 
out for more than a mile to-day, where the 
snow had to be thrown ont by three tiers, one 
man standing above the other, and pitching it as 
high as he could. The snow is packed so hard 
that it is with difficulty that a shovel can be 
forced into it. It is perfectly astonishing how 
the people of Montevideo go gt the work. 
The town is almost deserted, owing to 
the the way Montevideo and Granite Fails are 
determined to show the railroad company how 
to open its line, and are managing the work 
themselves.

The Iadiana Commission’s Views of 
the Benevolent-Co-operative-Charit-

At the last session of the Indiana Legis- 
lature a Commission was appointed to pre- 
pare a codification of the insurance laws of 
the State, and also to investigate the whole 
subject of insurance, and draft a full report, 
together with a bill which should embody 
all the results of the Commission's 1 
2 submit the whole to the next 
ature. 

The Commission was as competent as 
could well have been selected, consisting of

Insurance Commissioner. This Board was 
immediately organized, with Mr. Finch as 
Chairman, and many months were devoted toa 
comprehensive investigation of the subject. 
Correspondence was opened with insurance 
officials, actuaries, and other experts in this 
country and Europe; insurance conventions 
and gatherings of every kind were visited, 
and all ible methods were taken to se- 
cure information. A full report was finally 
prepared, and this, with a bill embod 

the best results of the investigation, has jus 

been presented to the Indiana Legislature. 

The Commission gave particular attention 
to the subject of life-insurance, and its report 
upon the “codperative” or “assessment” 
phase of that interest is so pertinent that we 
reproduce one of the most sensible of its 
many excellent conclusions:

THE FOUNDING DEBATE In SEN ATE. 
The Refunding bill, as amended by the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, was calied up by Mr. 
Bayard yesterday, and the entire day was 
devoted to a running debate on its general 
features, without disposing of any details. 
The discussion in the Senate was at least 
more decent and courteous and on the whole 
much abler than that which was held in the 
House a few weeks ago upon the same sub- 
ject. The drift ot sentiment, so far as it was 
manifested in the debate, seems to indi- 
cate the passage of the bill substantially 
in the shape recommended by the Finance 
Committee, and the leading members of that 
Committee intimated more than once during 
the discussion that they had assurances that 
the changes they had made will be accepted 
by the House in case their bill passes the Sen- 
ate. Itis to be hoped that they have not 
been deceived in this respect, for the re- 
modeled bill contains the elements necessary 
to assure the success of the refunding scheme. 
A brief restatement of the amendments 
recommended by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee will serve to present the leading feat- 
ures of the bill. Sec. 1 now provides for the 
issue of bonds not exceeding $400,000,000, 
in denominations of $50 and multiples there- 
of, bearing d per cent interest, payable 
semi-annually and running from five to 
twenty years; also for Treasury notes not 
exceeding $300,000,000, in denominations of 
$10 and multiples thereof not exceeding 
$1,000, to beara rate of interest not exceeding 
Sig per cent, and running from one to ten 
years. The ehanges in this section of 
the House Dill are from 3 per cent 
to 8 on the bonds, and from 5-10 to 5-20 in 
their term of duration; and in the notes from 
a fixed rate of 8 per cent to an elastic rate 
not to exceed 3); per cent. In Sec. 2, 
authorizing the exchange of Treasury notes 
for outstanding bonds, there has been no 
material change. Sec. 3, as amended by the 
Senate Committee, provides that the expense 
of plaemg the bonds shall not be more than 
one-half of 1 per cent, instead of limit- 
ing such expense to one-quarter of 1 
per cent, In Sec. 4, authorizing the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to use $50,000,000 of his 
coin to redeem. 5 and 6 per cent bonds, the 
Senate bill inserts the word temporarily.“ 
and adds that such money “shall from time 
to time be repaid and replaced out of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the bonds and Treasury 
notes guthorized by this act.” Sec. 5 of the 
House bili, which was designed to compel 
the National banks to subscribe to the new 
bonds as security for their circnlating notes, 
has been stricken out altogether. Two 
new sections are added—namely: Sec. 5 


| provides that in redeeming the bonds and 


notes now authorized these issued first shall 
run the longest term, and the latter issues 
be redeemed first, thus giving the earliest 
subscribers the advantage of the longest in- 
vestment. Sec. 6 provides that the bonds and 
Treasury notes now authorized shall be re- 
ceivable as security for the circulating notes, 
and that only interest-bearing securities of 
the United States shall be receivable for that 
purpose, The latter part of this section was 
inserted to correct a defect in the present 
law. The only other changes are for the 
purpose of improving the phraseology of the 
bill as it came from the House. 

Aside from Mr, Bayard’s gratuitous flings 
at the silver dollar and the Legal-Tender act, 
whieh were calculated rather to impede 
than assist the passage of the Dill, his 
speech was a very clear and effecti®e pre- 
sentment of the merits of the Senate Com- 
mittee’s amendments. It is not necessary

ual retirement of the debt. Mr. Kernan made 
an earnest effort to convince McPherson of 
the impracticability of his position, but it is 
doubtful whether he sueceeded. It was ap- 
parently impossible, too, for Mr. Plumb, of 
Kansas, and one or two others, to understand 
that the Treasury notes provided for are in 
the nature of a call loan, and that, for the 
reason that they will always be available for 
instant conversion into currency, they will 
be more attractive to floating capital await- 
ing other investment than the bonds will be, 
and hence may reasonably be regarded as ne- 
gotiable at a lower rate of interest than the 
bonds. 

Some clean-cut, short speeches were made 
by Messrs. Bayard, Kernan, Beck, Allison, 
and Eaton during the debate. Mr. Eaton 
suggested toward the close the substitution 
of SM instead of 84¢ per cent interest on the 
bonds. This rate was computed on the basis 
of Interest yielded by the present 4 per cents, 
after allowing for the premium and the ulti- 
mate loss thereof when the bonds come to be 
redeemed. , It Is possible that this suggestion 
may receive serious consideration to-day. 
though the Committee was inclined to re- 
regard itas a dangerous experiment. If the 
debate does not change in character there is 
a prospect that the bill will be speedily dis- 
posed of in the Senate, as there seems to be 
no Inclination to make long speeches not to 
open up the whole question of finance. 
Prompt consideration will certainly increase 
the chances of a final agreement between the 
two Houses.

THE MAYOR AND THE RIVER. 

Mayor Harrison’s long-promised explana- 
tion of why he refused for a whole year to 
have the pumping-works established at the 
canal has been given to the public, enveloped 
in tiresome verbosity. He confesses, by the 
extreme length of the paper, that he is guilty 
ofadeliberate purpose to defeat the whole 
scheme. He acknowledges that he believed 
that the pump on the North Branch would 
purify the water of the South Branch, when 
any infant of reasonable intelligence coula 
have told him that he could not draw a cur- 
rent of water through the South Branch to 
the lake without drawing the water from the 
canal into the river. He admits now that he 
was mistaken in that respect, but to satisfy 
himself on that point he refused for a year 
to make any progress on the work authorized 
a year ago. 

In the second place he argues that a ship 
canal, such as was proposed fifty and twenty 
years ago, is, after all, the only permanent 
remedy. To construct that canal as proposed 
will cost $20,000,000 to $25,000,000 and take 
ten years to complete it, and in the mean- 
time he is disposed to wait and let the people 
of this city and State endure the offense of a 
foul, putrid bayou. 

He has also diseovered that the Stock-Yard 
branch of the river wants cleaning, and that 
the pumps ought to be connected with that 
branch. Everybody knows this and has al- 
ways known it, and there is not a possible 
objection to it; on the contrary, it is e e 
lyadvisable. His delay has put off thiim- 
provement, and besides has perpetuated the 
stench of the river an entire year. 

Nobody objects to the State paying all the 
money the Legislature may deem proper to 
appropriate,—which will not be one dollar,— 
nor does any person object if the whole work 
does cost even $250,000, if that much be re- 
quired for the purpose. The public demand 
that the work be constructed and the 
pumps be put in, cost what it may, as a 
matter of great sanitary necessity; but 
the Mayor, with $100,000 of punlie money at 
his disposal, has spent an entire year cipher- 
ing out how, by means of a pump at Fuller- 
ton avenue, he could suck a stream of water 
from the Illinois River at Peoria up through 
the canal, and thence into the river 
and out into the lake! He evidently 
thinks that if he could control the 
southwest wind he could do this now, and 
save the $100,000, which he proposes during 
the coming Mayoralty campaign to show to

But the Secretary thinks that not only the 
Courts, but the statute, warrants him in 
“looking through” the fraudulent coloring 
matter introduced to deceive and trick the 
Government, and finding, if he can, the true 
quality of the article. This Is all there is of the 
dispute. The sugar importers of New York 
City claim that, through the careless word- 
ing of the law, they may legally import sugars 
artificially degraded by coloring matter, in- 
troduced during, Not after, the process of 
manufacture, thus conforming them in color 
to a low grade of the Dutch standard. They 
admit by implication that if artificially col- 
ored after the ordinary process of manu- 
facture is completed they would be liable to 
the rate of duty attaching to their nomi 
color, but hold that by introducing the id 


manufacture the law is successfully evaded, 
Anditison this exceedingly fine technical 
point that the sugar importers of the great 
City of New York have waxed. indignant 
against Mr. Sherman! Smugglers some- 
times mask their faces to escape the vigi- 
lanee of Government officials, but we never 
heard of a smuggler appearing in pubiic 
or before a Court, exhibiting his mask, 
and claiming exeniption from punish- 
ment on the ground of the cunning 
construction of his disguise! This, how- 
ever, is the case of the New York sugar- 
importers. They are fighting for a rebate of 
duties solely on the grounds we have stated. 
They have sought for and found a construc- 
tion of law through which, by doetoring 
their sugars, they claim release from pay- 
ment of a portion of the duty clearly intend- 
ed to be imposed upon them by the law- 
makers. The Seeretary of the Treasury 
places a different construction upon the siat- 
ute, and under it compels these virtuous gen- 
tlemen to pay just wirat they would pay 
without question were It not for the fact of 
the artificial coloring injected into the sugars 
during, but not after, the process of manu- 
facture. And they areindignant. They say 
a million dollars have been kept back from 
them! They denounce the Secretary in good 
set terms as no better than he should be. 
With a great show of fairness, they say: 


If the Government has reason to believe that 
fraud has been attempted oa the revenue, it is 
the bounden duty of its officers to act according- 
ly, and to seize the merchandise and institute 
proceedings for its condewaoation, and in pursu- 

that course they will receive the hearty sup- 


oat of importers. 

These importers know the law. Oh, yes! 
They know how difficult itis to prove guilty 
intent. Henee they say, seize our goods, and 
punish us to the extent of the law! Secretary 
Sherman knows that the way to collect. the 
revenue on sugars is, not to undertake to 
convict importers of criminal intent, but 
to look through the artificial fraudulent 
coloring, and assess the duty on the true 
quality of the article.

filling to ferment and breed disease next 
summer. These reports Dr. De Wolf has un- 
wisely and neediesly regarded as criticisms 
upon himself, while in reality they were crit- 
icisms upon the laziness, ignorance, and in- 
efficiency of some of his subordinates. For 
this Dr. De Wolf is not altogether responsi- 
ble. Many of them are bummers who know 
nothing and care less about their duties and 
were forced upon him by the Mayor at the in- 
stance of Aldermen. He cannot be expected 
to be in every part of the city or to know in 
every case just what his subordinates are do- 
ing. He needs the codperation of the press 
to know just what is going on 
in the broad field whieh he has 
to cover, and when they point out the delin- 
quencies of his men it is not so much a 
criticism upon him personally as a sugges- 
tion to him where he can make improvements.

‘Disease has 
followed in the track of these extraordinary 
natural manifestations, and epidemics of sear- 
let-fever, small-pox, diphtheria, and other 
diseases have spread with fearful fatality. 
Every element of destructiveness seems to 
have been let loose. In this country alone 
the railroads have killed 108 persons and se- 
verely maimed 120 others. By marine disas- 
ters 470 persons have lost their lives. By ex- 
plosions and other casualties 205 persons have 
been killed in this country, as reported by 
telegraph, which only takes cognizance 
of larger casualties, Not content with the 
loss of life by natural and unavoidable 
causes, eighty wretched persons in this coun- 
try have taken their own lives, and 118 others 
have been murdered in six weeks’ time, and 
these figures only include those whose names 
have been mentioned in the telegraphic news, 
which of course only includes a part of the 
whole number. 

Everything thus far indicates that it will 
be a year of destruction. In the midst of all 
this ravage, however, Chicago has been sin- 
gularly fortunate.

Leaving this locality, the next block visited 
was on Wood street. 

These buildings are two-story and basement 
bricks.

Leading from this to a point beneath the 
kitchen sink extended the usuai tile drain, at 
the terminal end of this a joint of sewer- pipe was 
found joining the horizontal tile at a right 
angie; into this was carried the untrapped 
waste-pipe from the sink above, which was 
simply cemented in with water cement,a method 
of joining the two which is quite common. 
especially in this locality, but ingly un- 
safe, particularly 80 if the waste so joined is, as 
it was in this house, a soil-pipe. The method is 
unsafe because the cement cracks and in many 
instances breaks off, leaving a free exit for the 
sewer-gas to escape. Around the terminal 
ends of both the kitchen waste-pipe and 
also the svil-pipe the ground moist and 
shows the fact that at the juncture there is !eak- 
age. The spaces betweeu the dividing- walls are 
all open dewn to the basement floors, through- 
out t buildings, and thus furnish means of 
i for the gases that may emanate from 
defective sewe below the ent floors,— 
a feature noticeable in several tenements. 

Through one of these walis, on the parior 
floor, the soil-pipe extends to the cluset and 
bathroom above. 

Ciose to the soil-pipe are the folding-doors, a 
point at which at many times the odors are ex- 
ceedingty disagreeabie. 

In addition to this fact there is another in 
this instance—namely, that the soil-pipe gives 
evidences of leaking.

ITS EFFECT ON AGRICULTURE. 

The export of grain to Europe in the last two 
years bas been unprecedented. The aimost 
total failure of the crops in Eagiand in 1878, and 
greatly diminisbed crop in Continental Europe 
for the same year, created such a demand for 
our cereals as never before existed, auzgment- 
ing the price of wheat in the Chicago market to 
$1.30 per bushel. The failure in Europe in 1879 
was but partial, and while the demand for our 
cereals is still active, it is ata greatly reduced 

rice. It cannot be in the nature of things that 

urope ld experience a succession of fail- 
ures, and when she once gathers an abundant 
crop the demand for our cereais will greatly 
diminish, and, as a consequence, the price for 
the same will recede still further. according to 
the inexorabie law of supply and demand. 

Then, again, emigra in our country is con- 
stantly and ceaselessly flowing West; new home- 
steads are located, and the broad acres of our 
virgin soil are more and more brought under 
the subjection of the plow, adding constantly to 
our store of grain. area of wheat culture is 
also expanding with equal strides in other parts 
of the worid, until far-off India and Australia 
have become our competitors in the European 
markets. a

per cent In New York the banks are weekly 
expanding their loans with decreasing reserves. 

Old dealers in the -coal trade, the Philadelphia 
Ledger says, report the outlook at this season of 
the yearas much better than at the same time 
of the year for some years past. The present 
weather, it is thought, will materially change 
the condition of affairs in the coal trade. It 
reduces the consumption of dowestic sizes of 
cal, and increases the ability to move all kinds. 

Itis stated on good authority that the com- 
panies are inclined to barmony, and that they 
will not permit the market to be overstocked, 
and a serious decline in prices to take place.

Figures Showing the Amount and Val- 
ue of the Chief Agricultural Product. 
Specitai Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 15.—In 1879 Llinois 
produced one-fifth of all the corn grown in 
the United States. Judging from late ad- 
vices as to the corn crop of the Nation in 1880, 
it is believed that the crop in this State will 
bear about the same relative proportion to 
the entire amount produced. From advance 
sheets of the forthcoming report of the State 
Board of Agriculture the following interest- 
ing facts concerning the recent corn crop in 
Illinois have been compiled by Tur TRIBUNE 
correspondent. 

Secretary Fisher presents a tabular state- 
ment showing that during the past twenty- 
one years, after receiving a fair remunera- 
tion for the cost of production ef their corn, 
the farmers of Iilinois have realized a net 
profit thereon of nearly $1,000,000,000,—mak- 
ing a vast addition to the material wealth of 
the State. 


THE YIELD PER ACRE 
the past season was somewhat over the aver- 
age of the last twenty-one years, but is less 
than the average of 1879 by five bushels per 
acre. The improved methods of farming 
adopted to some extent throughout the corn 
belt have had their effect upon the yield ob- 
tained the past season, Which is a fair aver- 
age considering the protracted drought in 
the central portions of the State. The lare- 
est average yields of corn are reported to 
have been grown on low and flat lands that 
have recently been reclaimed by drainage. 
The average yield of corn per acre throuch- 
out the State last season was thirty-three 
bushels, and has been exceeded during the 
past twenty-one years as follows:

The acreage of corn in 1880 was 7,574,545 
acres, and is less than that of the preceding 
five years. The profits attending wheat-cult- 
ure of late years have increased the wheat 
acreage atthe expense of the corn area of 
the State. Owing to the dry season the quality 
of the corn will not compare faverably with 
that of the previous vear. In some sections 
there was also considerable injury sustained 
from chinch-bugs. The early cold weather 
was unfavorable for gathering the crop, and 
there is an unusually large proportion still in 
the field, which has been damaged by snow 
and rain. There was a decrease of 6 vents 
per bushel from 1879 in the average price 
realized for the 1880 crop, which was 33 cents 
per bushel.

THE J. S. WALLACE ESTATE. 

An interesting opinion was given yesterday

between $300,000 and $400,000. The facta, al- 
though already pretty well known, form, as an 
eminent lawyer remarked yesterday atter hear- 
ing the opinion, a story stranger than a ro- 
mance. About 1845John 8. Wallace, married, 
and living at Valparaiso, Ind., became intimate 
with a lane Slover, by whom he hada gee 
now the wife of N. B. Rappelye, of this city.

COUNTY CHARITY. 


Remarkable Increase in Evanston— 
Cause, Effect, and Cure. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cuicaaco, Feb. B. -A vumber of friends who 
rightly regard with alarm the rapid increase in 
the amount of county. charity distributed in 
Evanston have requested me to give through 
THE TRIBUNE some a t of my investiga- 
tions, that the people may be a little better in- 
formed on the subject, and in compliance with 
these requests Iwill briefly state a few facts. 

One year since, on my first investigation of 
the matter in that town, the Supervisor gave 
me alist of forty-three families receiving aid 
from the county, which number was considered 
rather large for such a wealtby town as Evans- 
ton, and on investigation the list was reduced to 
twenty-tbree. ’ a 

‘The year which has intervened has generally 
been considered .one of prosperity, and it is, 


therefore, surprising to people who have not 


studied the subject that the number of families 
receiving county charity in Evanston sbould in- 
erease over 100 per cent, there being ninety 
families on the list the present winter. 

The Supervisor of Evanston must certify on 
bills presented to the County Board that these 
people are paupers entitled to the public char- 
ity of Cook County.” The word pauper among 
these people is a term of disgrace, not meaning 
simply a poor person, but either a beggar or one 
receiving public charity. There is a vast dit- 
ference between private and public charity,— 
the one may be accepted with thankfulness; 
the other demanded asa@ right. 

To show the cause of the ipcrease of pauper- 
ism in Evanston it is only necessary to cite a 
few cases. One lady, a seamstress, says she bes- 
itated abcut receiving anything from the coun- 
ty, but was told that Evanston paid a large 
amount of county taxes, and, as it was desir- 
able to keep the money in the town, she might 
as well receive some of the benefit as any one. 

In another case | saw a letter, doubtless from 
one of those persons so auxious that Evanston 
should get itsshare, recommending the family of 
a Strong, healthy man, a carpenter, whose case I 
bad investigated and fou that the real cause 
of poverty to be laziness and chronic pauperism. 
The substance of the letter was as follows: The 
Lord has given us bealth and prosperity, and we 
should be generous to those not so blessed.” 

While no fault can be found with the sentiment 
of this letter, it would look a little more sincere 
if the writer bad shown her generosity with her 
own money. 

Another case ts that of a family who are very 
much mortified and indignant to find their 
names on the pauper-list.. The relief was not 
needed and was not asked fur, but was forced on 
them by a party whose profit was increased 
thereby. 

| will select one more case, that of a colored 
22 who, to use the words of the husband, 
said: 

Lord bless you, 1 would never receive aid 
from the county if I had not been told to; no sir, 
i would sooner starve, for I have got more pride 
than that. 

And set as I looked through this man’s house 
I discovered acarpet on e parlor floor and 
some chairs which he had stolen from my own 
house. My conclusion in this case was, that if he 
really needed. support the county had room for 
him in the jail, and bis wife could sell my fur- 
niture to — * ber support. K 

Tuus from high to low are the names ot per- 
sons mingled in one indiscriminate mass in 
this long list. Respectable people, 
highly connected, with friends and relatives 
abundantly able to assist them, classed in a list 
with tbieves and chronic paupers. What are 
these overzealous peopie in \Evanston doing? 
And what will be the effect? The answer is sim- 
ple.

PRINTERS’ TROUBLES. 


The Cincinnati Gazette Company Rise 
Up Against the Typographical Union 
-—A Solemn Scene at 3 a. m. 

Cincinnati Commercial, Feb. i, 

At the unseemly hour of 3 o’clock yester- 
day morning transpired a very solemn event 
in the Gazette office. Within afew minutes 
of that time Mr. S. Rockwell Reed closed the 
lid of his inkstand, placed away his pen- 
holder, and then arising, extracted a docu- 
ment from an adjacent pigeon-hole, and, with 
a decorum becoming the occasion, walked 
from his office to the stairway and ascended 
a flight to the composing-room, where, in 
obedience to his order, the compositors were 
assembled at one end of the apartment. 
When quiet prevailed Mr. Reed, placing tre 
manuscript on a case, read the following 
communication, after which he went home 
and enjoyed the repose of the righteous, 
leaving the men to wrestie with the conup- 
drum: 

To the Compositors of the Cincinnati Gazelte:— 
The Typographical Union has not been able to 
carry out the understanding according to which 
the Gazette office was to become a Union office, 
by the admission of its. printers into the Union. 
Therefore the negotiation to that end has amica- 
bly terminated and without prejudice to either 
party. The action of the Typographical Union 
in rejecting the Gazette printers required that 
the Gazette Company should discharge good men 
for no other cause, as it appears, than that they 
had been in the Gazette employ. Good faith and 
the original understand! vired that we 
should refuse to allow this. The GazelleCompany 
will stand by their workmen; inasmuch as thuse of 
the Gazette printers who 2 for admission 
to the Typographical Union did so upon 
the understanding that this was to be- 
come a Union office. It appears to the 
Gazette Company that the failure of the 
Union to carry out this understanding should 
cause the honorable release of these men from 
the Union if they desire it; but, while the Ga- 
zette Company will stand by their workmen, the 
situations ot Union men will not be prejudiced. 
The Gazette Company make no war on the Typo- 
graphical Union, nor on Union printers, and 
they regret the failure of an attempt which 
they made in good faith, and which at this time 
they supposed to be practicable as well as desir- 
able to the Typographical Union. 

_interviews were had with Messrs. Perry, 

Kidd, and Smith, of the Gazette, as follow’: 
Mr. John Perry said: “In brief, the Union 

promised to take in all of our men, and as they 
have not done so, we consider that the arrange- 
ment is at an end. You had better see Mr. Kidd 
and get a copy of the document that was read 
to the printers; it covers the ground fully. If 
the Union dves not understand the case as we 
do, the letter of agreement must have been 
faulty in construction.” 

Mr. Kidd was about to give the reporter an 
opportunity of copying thecommunication when 
bis brother, Wilmot Kidd, entered and offered 
an objection, stating that its pubsication might 
serve to aggravate mutters unnecessarily, and 
furthermore, no copy bad been sent to the 
Union. It was purety a Gazette private business 
mutter. reporter said be was already in 
possession of the substance and would have to 
use it as given from hearsay, even at the risk of 
being incorrect in a few particulars. A copy of 
the paper would give the correct phraseology 
anc prevent any unpleasant results arising from 
an erroneous statement. Mr. E. T. Kidd agreed 
with this view of the case, after a consuita- 
tion with Mr. Perry, the document was fur- 
nished, anu they aiso determined that the Union 
should be advised immediately of its contents. 

Mr. Kidd, in conversation, said a number of 
years ago, when the Gazelle became a non-Union 
office, a number of printers were brought from 
Indianapolis and given cases. Some of 5 
perhaps thirteen, were yet remaining, and they 
were excellent. sober, and industrious workmen.

An American Venice—Our Inundation—

WasninGtron, D. C., Feb. B.- A few years 
since, when Boss Shepherd had finished spending 
about $20,000,000 in grading, paving, sewering, 


‘and otherwise adorning this metropolis, a 


Yankee journalist proposed that as much more 
money be expended in making Washingtou an 
American Venice. To do this it would have 
been necessary to excavate the roadways of the 
avenues and streets some eight or ten feet, and 
with the earth removed to bave dammed the 
Potomac at the Observatory, thus turning the 
river through the network of canals. Ridicu- 
lous as was the idea, it was partially realized 
yesterday, when Pennsylvania avenue was sub- 
merged for several biocks, and people were fer -:

have probably been thoroughly washed out, and 
the heating apparatus in the semeuts of the 
Pension and the Census offices bave had their 
fires put out.

THE LITTLE FALLS 
of the Potomac, five miles above the city, where 
the river forces its way through a spur of the 
Allegheny Mountains, and dashes aown at the 
rate of thirty miles an hour with the 2 
of the rapids of the St. Lawrence. ice is 
broken up at the Great Falis, a few miles above, 
but the frugments cover the rushing water, and 
present a most extraordinary appearances they 
ave whiried along at the varying impulses of a 
thousand currents and eddies. The solid granit 
piers of the aqueduct-bridge at Georgetown 
stood like a wall against the ice ahd driftwood 
jammed again&t them. But the wooden portion 
of the Long Bridge which connects Washington 
with the Virginia shore went by the board. Un- 
fortunately tne long causeway of the bridge re- 
mained, forming a solid dam agaiust which ac- 
cretions are forming flats, from which hi 
water forces foul gases up through the sewers, 
causing diphtheria, scariet and typhoid fever.
